The president expressed his pleasure 
at meeting the commission, “entertaining 
as we do feelings of sincere amity and 
of the highest. "egard for your great. peo- 
ple.”” The kindly sympathy of the United 
‘states, he said, for the eastern empire had 
found many opportunities of expression 
in late years, and he trusted that the new 
century would bring a large realization 
of the common desire of the United Statés 
for the peace ang advancement of China.

FORTY-THREE REBELS 
FOUGHT TO LAST DITCH 


Despite All Their Efforts and the 
Assistance of the Entire Demo- 
cratic Vote, Enough Repub- 
licans ‘Were Whipped 


Into Line by Cannon. 


Washington, D. C., January 24.—When 
the smoke of the liveliest legislative bat- | 
tle of the session had cleared in the) 
house today Speaker Cannon and his or- | 
ganization wag in complete control and 
the joint statehood programme of the ad- 
ministration had been adopted. 


Forty-three republican “‘‘insurgents’* 
went down to defeat, having voted vain-. 
ly with the democrats to gain control of : 
the rule, fhe terms of which are to gov- | 
ern the statehood bill in its passage | 


through the house. The vote ordering | 
the preVious question on the rule was | 
192 ayes to 165 nays. This clearly de- | 
feated the opposition, the full strength | 
of which was polled, and little interest 
wag taken on the vote for the adoption 
of the rule which immediateTy followed, 
and was carried by a majority of 30. 
Words Full of Sting. 

Previous to the vote the debate on the 
rule had. proceeded under high tension. | 
The speeches were short, but the words 
uttered were hot and full of sting. Every 
member who could be brought to the city. 
by special summons, was in his place. 
The galleries were packed and partici- 
pated with evident relish in the succes- 
gion of laughter and applause. 

The veterans, Payne, Dalzell 
Grosvenor, upheld the organization. Pif- 
ted against them were the leaders of the 
insurgents, Babcock, Mondel] and Jones, 
of Washington. 

The humorous speech of the day was 
delivered by J. Adam Bede, who filled 
five minutes with an address that brought 
applause and general merriment. Mr. 
Tawney, one of the erstwhile insurgents, 
arose and announced his acquiescence in 
the will of the organization, gnd Mark 
Smith, the veteran delegate from Ari- 
gona, just as sorrowfully interpreted this 
action as the “‘most unkindest thrust 


of all.” 
‘The rule adopted provided that the 


anting statehood to Oklahoma and 
ia fadion’ Territory as ‘“Oklahome’, 
and Arizona and New Mexico as ‘“‘Ari¢ 
gona” should be debated until 3 o’clock 
tomorrow and then voted on without 
opportunity for the amendment.

Trial of Syrian Who Shot 
Pistol at the 
Barracks. 


The wild man who fired two pistol 


shots in the police barracks Tuesday 
night was arraigned in the recorder’s 
court yesterd-~ afternoon. He was wild- 
er in court than he had been when he 
had created the sensation in court with 
his pistol. 

It was stated in court that the prisoner | 
was a Syrian, anc not an Arab. He is| 
tail and gaunt, and has small, 
ling eyes that peep from under shaggy 
brows. Two other Syrians were present 
and acted as interpreters. They said 
the wild man’s name was Antoine Cross, 
and he called himself Toney for short. 
He came irom Syria about fifteen years 
ago, and went to Texas, where he 
amassed a small fortune. A fire burned 
him out. and he lost a. large stock of 
goods, which was not insured. His 
luck turned, and he finalily lost all he 
had. Three years ago he came to At- 
ljlanta and tried to earn 4&k living by 
peddling. He brooded over the loss of his 
fortune until he lost his nfind. 

When asked if he wanted to make a 
Statement, Cross talked some kind of | 
gibberish whic hthe interpreter trans- 
lated as follows: 

“I can’t sleep. There is a crowd of 
men trying to kill me all the time. They 
say I am a bad man and must die. I 
want to know if I am bad, and if I am 
I want to go to the penitentiary. If I 
am not bad, then I want the police to 
make those men let me alone. That {fs 
the reason I shot off my pistol in the 
police barracks. I wanted to have a trial 
to know if I am a bad man.” 

The arresting officers stated about Cross 
going into the plice barracks and firing 
two shots from a pistoi. The first shot 
ereated a lively sensation. When the 
second was fired the weupon was point- 
ed in the direction of several officers, 
who ‘were tfying to disarm the man.

Plant of International Cotton Com- 
press Company Burned. 

Norfolk, Va., January 24.—The Inter. 
natinal Compress Company’s cuvipon 
press, on the Elizabeth river here, to- 
gether with much stored cotton in the 
warehouses and sheds of Rogers, McCabe 
& Co., ‘was burned early today, and an 
intervening wall of oystetr shells was the 
only thing that saved from destruction 
the property of the Norfolk Warehouse 
Associaation’s ice plant and many more 
bales of cotton stored in adjoining. ware- 
houses. 

Jacob Jacobs, a white Mborer at the 
burned compress, was asleep in the buiid- 
ing at the time, and is belHeved to have 
perished. 

Henry Shumadine, engineer, who was 
also asleep in the compress, Darely es- 
caped with his life. The total loss is 
placed at $250,000. 

The fire is supposed to have originataed 
from crossed electric light wtres in the 
burned compress.

Alabama Capito Commission 
on Treasurer's Motion, 


Smith Favored Appropriating Mill- 
ion and a Half Dollars To Erect 
a Modern State House. 
The Vote Was Against 
the Motion. 


Montgomery, Ala., January 24,.—(Spe- 
cial.)—At the meeting of the state cap- 
itol commission yesterday, Treasurer J. 
Craig Smith made a motion that tne 
commission recommend to the next leg- 
islature that the present building be 
torn down and $1.500,000 Be appropri- 
ated to erect a modern state house in 
its place. The motion was lost on fhe 
following vote: ° The governor Auditor 
Carmichael and Secretary of State Me- 
David voted no, the attorney general 
and Mr. Smith voting aye. 

Mr. Smith made his motion after it 
was seen that there is very little éhance 
for the commission and the supreme 
court to get together on any other plan 
than that adopted some months ago with 
the vote of the supreme court, and as 
a result of which there has been a great 
deal of feeling one way or another. Mr. 
Smith thinks that the state is entitled 
to and is able to erect a structure in 
every way worthy of the commonwealth 
and hoped to see the matter put up to 
the legislature so strongly it would see 
that tne money is provided. 

Work To Go On. 

A motion made by the governor to ap- 
propriate $25,000 of the amount yet re- 
maining to fix up the old building was 
adopted unanimously. This had been 
a part of Mr. Smith’s motion, but he 
would not divorce it from the new capi- 
tol idea. This money wil] be spent in 
such way as is best to put the old build- 
ing in good shape and after that a com- 
| mittee is to confer and report back any 
Suggestions or plans for further improve- 
ment. This committee is the governor, 
Secretary of state and treasurer. These 
gentlemen will undertake to advise the 
commission as. to what may be done in 
the way of additions and new buildings 
with the $50,000 that will’be left of the 
appropriation after the $25,000 is spent 
in addition to what has already been used.

were defeated by overwhciming votes. 
The first disfranchisement bill ¢g*ered by 
Mr. Hardwick received only three votes, 
while the second one got only seventeen, 
But this has always been Congressman 
Hardwick’s hooby, and he has devoted 
much time and study to the questicn, 
and has made numerous speeches re- 
garding it. 

Mr. Small takes the other side of the 
question, oppostng the distranchisement 
He recently wrote a number ol 
articles on the subject in The Macon 
‘Telegraph, uddressed to Congressman 
Hardwick, and tne latter, instead of Tre- 
plying through the paper, referred to the 
matter in a recent address in south Geor- 
gia, taking occasion to. criticize Mr. 
Small's attitude. Mr. Small then chai- 
lenged him to a joint debate on the mat- 
ter at Macon, but at that time he de- 
clined on account of having to go to 
Washington to attend congress. Since 
then Mr. Hardwick has accepted and 
named Barnesville, January 26, as the 
time and place. The fact that this ques- 
tion is regarded as Mr. Hardwick's hob- 
by, and that it has also been made an 
object of special study by Mr. Small, 
whose talent on the stump is undis- 
puted, give no little interest to the forth-

CULTURE IN COTTON STATES

PROPAGANDA in favor of a more 
A general diversification of crops 
throughout the cotton belt having 
een issued by the recent convention of 
the Southern Cotton Association at New 
Orleans, the minds of cotton producers 
will naturally turn to the general sub- 
ject. in order to determine the crops 
to which, in addition to a reduced acre- 
age in cottan, they may give attention 
with reasonable expectancy of profit. 

It is a truism that.what has been ac- 
complished by one set of men can be 
accomplished by another set of men with- 
out regard to the difficulties. which may 
have attended the original undertaking. 

Tobacco No Stranyer in the South. 

As an experimenta)] aside. as a profit- 
able crop, the tobacco plant presents it- 
self and is worthy of attention. Tobacc? 
is no stranger In the south. The plant 
has been experimented with and a high 
degree of success attained in cultivac- 
ing it. ae ae 

As I have had occasion frequently to 
declare, the ante-bellum southern farmer 
was distinctively a believer in diversifi- 
cation of crops. He practiced systematic- 
ally and successfully what he | believed 
and preached. 

In 1860 the tobacco crop of the United 
States amounted, in round numbers, to 
435,000,000 pounds. Of this total crop, 
the south produced quite one-half and the 
eight strictly cotton states made 12.4 per 
cent of the southern crop. 

Results Achieved During the 50’s. 

In {860 these cotton states made a 
crop which amounted to 36,400,000 
pounnds, which was larger than the crop 
of 1850 by 172 per cent. 

This is proof that the experiments 
which they made in growing tobacco in 
1650 were very encouraging. 

Those eight states produced 4,970.000 
bales of cotton in 1860, an increase of 
123.5 per cent over the crop of 1850. 

Observe that the per centum of in- 
crease in the production of tobacco was 
greater than the increase in cotton pro- 
duction. 

The strictly cotton states, as a rule. 
eschewed tobacco culture for a number 
of years after the civil war. 

Tobacco Desirable Crop. 

The results accomplished, since tobacco 
was again put on the list as a cultivable 
and desirable crop in the cotton belt, 
have been very satisfactory.

7 E all remember that only a few 
W years ago Georgia and other sec- 
: tions of the country went 
through the darkest period of several dec- 
ades. 

, The banks of the country were, falling: 
mercantile enterprises went to the wall, 
like trees before a storm; cotton was 
bringing’5 cents a pound; the women and 
children. in the towns and country, in 
many instances, were half fed and. half 
clothed... It. was.a period of suffering, 
such as was not experienced since the 
close of the war. 

In great distress our white people were 
crying for relief, some as populists and 
some as democrats. 

Where stood Clark Howell, Hoke Smith 
and Tom Watson then? 

Hoke Smith held his hands and voice 
against the efforts and cries of the 
masses for reform and relief. 

Clark Howell, with his paper and pen, 
and with his daily and weekly publica- 
tions, incessantly battled for the reforms 
necessary for the relief of the masses;

What Mr. Hill said in the way of 
prophecy was as follows: 

We are selling out our natural re- 
sources—exploiting them as fast as we 
can without. building up industries and 
trade relations to take their place when 
exhausted. It is only a question of time 
till our timber is exhausted. Our public 
domain is all gone, and the nation cannot 
longer boast that it has homes for all. 
Where are the immigrants rushing to our 
shores to end up? Not on the land. We 
have no more to offer them. They must 
crowd into the cities. When this nation 
has one hundred and fifty million people, 
they will have to do something else than 
exiploit natural resources to earn a living. 
We will. eventually -have to meet the 
commercial competition England is meet- 
ing today, and have to face such prob- 
lems as she is now facing with 1,500,000 
unemployed crying for bread, with no 
bread to feed save as charity doles it out 
to them. 

Mr. Hill has not overdrawn the 
menace of the future. The menace 
is very real, and its cause is obvious 
to any superficial student of econ- 
nomic cause and effect, The repub- 
lican party is responsible for it. 
The stand-pat policy, continued a few 
more years, will bring upon us all the 
ills that the northwestern railroad 
magnate paints in his dismal forecast 
of our national future.

Alabama, |I6 cents per pound, or $72 
per acre; the Mississippi crop, 15 cents 
per pound, or $64.50 per acre; the North 
Carolina crop, 8.8 cents a pound, or 
$52.60 per acre; the South Carolina ‘crop 
at 8.7 cents a pound, or $64.03 per acre, 

Tobacco raised in Georgia Alabama 
Mississippi, Louisiana and Texas com- 
manded the highest price per poung of 
any produced in the United States with 
the single exception of Florida (30. cents) 

The averdge yield per acre in the cot- 
ton states in 1902 was 577 pounds; 1905 
588 pounds, 

The acreage in the cotton States given 
to tobacco in !902 was 258.811 acres; 
1905, 151,637 acres, 

The yield per acre is far below the 
standard of possibility and the acreage 
far too small—absolutely insignificant,

and more a factor in the versatile

the soil of the Empire State of the South, 
While North Carolina and Virginia con- 
tinue to be the foremost states in the 
exporting of the ground nut, or “goober,’’ 
as it is sometimes called, there has been 
a great increase in the acreage devoted 
to this cultivation in Georgia during the 
past two or three years.

With the discovery of the many uses 
for the peanut and its growing popular:- 
ty the prices have again advanced and 
it is reported that Georgians expect to 
increase the acreage almost a third and 
will in this way Dring the state wel] up 
with North Carolina. The average num- 
ber of bushels grown {in this country an- 
nually is from ten to fifteen million, 
while the revenue is estimated at from 
seven to ten millions of dollars.

BUILER BURSTS: 
FIREMAN KILLED 


Power Plant of Palmetto Cot- 


ton Mills Is Destroyed, 


Night Watchman Hayris Is Seri- 
ously Injured — Accident Oc- 
curred Early Yesterday. 
Damage Will Be About 

| $10,000. 


Palmetto, Ga., January 24.—(Special,)— 
One of the large boilers in the Palmetto 
cotton mills exploded at 4:30 o’clock this 
morning, almost instantly killing Hugh 
Sexton, the negro fireman, and serlously 
scalding and otherwise injuring H. T. 
Harris, white, the night watchman. 

Sexton was in the boiler room firing up 
and getting ready for the day’s work. 
The fires were going, and steam was up 
ready to start the engine when the ex- 
plosion occurred. 

The cause of fhe explosion is some- 
what of amystery. It is thought by some 
that after firing up Sexton may have 
turned cold water into the boilers, though 
this is not definitely known. 

The entire power plant of the mill, con- 
sisting of four large boilers and the en- 
gine, was totally destroyed, entailing a 
loss of some $10,000, besides the delay 
in the work. AS 4a result, the mills will 
have to shut down for the present, and 
many hands will be thrown out of work. 

J. K. P. Carlton, of Atlanta, is presi- 
dent of the mill, and Hal L. Johnson, of 
Palmetto, is general manager. These two 
own a majority of the stock. So far as 
is known, the loss is not insured.

AMONG FRUIT MEN 


Making Effort To Secure Signa- 
tures of Peach Shippers

Want Fruit Growers To Say They | 


Do Not Want Private Lines of 
Refrigerator Cars Placed 
Under Commission 

Control. 


Constiution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., January 24.—(Special.)—It 
was learned from prominent fruit grow- 
ers here today that the Armours have 
had representatives in this section for 
several days past, who have been making 
a strong effort to secure the signatures 
of peach shippers for the purpose of us- 
ing them in a statement that they do not 
desire the private lines of refrigerator cars 
placed under the control of the interstate 
commerce commission. Many of the prom- 
inent men who attended a meeting .in 
Marshallville yesterday declare that the 
‘Armours have been very energetic in the 
past few days in an effort to keep the 
fruit shippers from asking that they be 
placed under the control of the commis- 
sion, and developments: have occurred 
which lead several to believe that there 
are to be some interesting matters dis- 
closed in the legislation which will take 
place before the next fruit season is on. 

Messrs. Mulany and Fleming, reprer 
sentatives of the Armours, were at a 
meeting of the Fruit Growers at Mar- 
shallville yesterday. Among the Georgia 
peach shippers present were: Messrs. J. 
C. Walker, W. H. Felton, Sr., H. A. 
Hamilton, Nash and Frank Murph, Wal- 
ter Frederick, Walter Hamilton. E. B. 
Baldwin, Thomas Martin, George Pharr 
and others representing practically all 
of the principal orchards in the state. 
These growers were confronteq with a 
proposition which has aroused their sus- 
picion and those who talked of the meet- 
ing here today said that they were look- 
ing for the worst in their relations with 
the private car lines. 

The representatives of the Armour 
Jines refused to do business at all with 
the Georgia: growers unless they agreed 
to give them the monopoly—that is, no 
other line is to be allowed to do a com- 
peting business if the Armours are to be 
concerned in the peach Shipments as 
heretofore. 

It developed thar this private car line 
already has agreements with all the 
railroads they can reach that once busi- 
ness starts between the Armours and 
the contracting railroads no other private 
car line {s to be allowed to do similar 
traffic while the agreement holds of 
force. Letters in addition to this have 
veen sent to the fruit growers urging 
them not to favor placing the private 
lines under control. 

_ Georgia fruit growers have gone di- 
rectly against the advice of the Armours 
and have agreed to favor the passage of 
the Esch-Townsend bill, putting al] the 
private lines under the control of the 
commission, They have also agreed to 
allow the Anmours to do the business 
of the coming season, but have put their 
carriers On notice that they will fight 
for placing them under federal control at 
the earliest opportunity. The resolution 
of M. Felton Hatcher passed here at the 
last session of the Georgia friut grow- 
ers urged this point and the meeting in 
Marshallville voiced the sentiment again. 

The members will urge the congressmen 
and senators to lend all possible gssist- 
ance in the passage of laws giving the 
interstate commerce commission power to 
control the lines and correct evils which 


, the growers have not been able to reach.

New York, January 24.—Speculative 
buying came into the stock market again 
this»morning in a flood and put an end 
to the temporary downward course of 
prices, which unsettled the early market 
yesterday. There was heavy unloading 
against before the close, which was weak. 
There was an entire cessation of selling 
to realize profits on a heavy scale at 
any time, but the stocks in which real- 
izing was most conspicuous yesterday 
were opened at higher prices. ‘he con- 
spicuous feature of the resumption of the 
advance was the marked preference 
shown for stocks of tne cheaper grade, 
both among the railroads and industrials. 
Fifty separate issues could be enumer- 
ated on which no dividends are paid, and 
which were taken up successively in the 
trading today and rushed to a higher 
level; Gains ranged all the way from | 
to over 3 points. Very Httle news of 
any «particular properties was heard to 
account for the various movements. Re- 
ports of a very heavy moement of corn 
to the gulf ports as a result of with- 
drawal of rate reductions by northern 
lines helped the southwestern group. 
Union Pacitic and Amalgamated Copper 
were substantially sustaining features for 
the geenral list, and when Union Pacitic 
began to crumble, owing to the adjourn- 
ment of the executive committee without 
action on the dividend, the sympathetic 
effect on the general list was immediate.
